declared were improperly approved by 
deputy sheriffs assigned to duty in 
three divisions of the Circuit Court. 

Two deputy sheriffs were involved in 
the investigation. Most of the jury sum- 
monses upon which the warrants were 
fgsued purported to be approved by 
Deputy Sheriff Frank Casey of Judge 
division, according to 
Graves, while some other irregular 
summonses were «approved in the 
name of Deputy Sheriff Arthur 
rison of Judge Henning's court. The two 
deputies were suspended by Sheriff 
Dickmann.

selected by the Jury Commissioner, 
but upon whom no service had been 
obtained, or who had been excused 
a the court.

Toreador to the edge of Ausable 
Chasm, the Adirondack gorge near 
Port Kent. In a rowboat below were 
R. A. Walsh, director, and his assist- 
ants, and the camera men were sta- 
tioned above and delow to get differ- 
ent angles on the drop to the water. 
Eoth Toreador and Jarvis came to the 
surface, where the latter swam a fee- 
ble few moments, registering ebbing 
vigor as the scene demanded. 

When Jarvis appeared again he called 
to the director in the rowboat: “Get 
me into the boat quick; I’m hurt.“ 
While his resucers were hauling him in, 
Toreador, uninjured, climbed from the 
water. *

THAT KILLED MAN 


Driver Escaped After Running 
Down Henry G. Westerholt 
on North Fourteenth St. 


GOING AT HIGH SPEED 


Witnesses to Accident Unable to 
See License Number on 
Machine. 


After an all-night search for the 
Griver of a speeding automobile which 
killed Henry G. Westerholt, 57 years old, 
of 2232 Hebert street, in front of 1714 
North Fourteenth street, about 6 o’clock 
yesterday evening, no trace of the ma- 
chine or its lone occupant had beet 
found. It was the fourth automobile 
fatality in a week. Since Jan. 1. 40 per- 
sons have been killed by autos. 

The police were furnished only vague 
descriptions of the car and its driver 
by four men who witnessed the acci- 


dent. Detectives were informed that a 
pig black car“ struck Westerholt, but 
all of the witnesses said the speed. of 
the machine was so great they could not 
sec the license number and got only a 
vague impression of the man at the 
wheel. : 

After running over Westerholt the 
driver of the machine continued on, not 
even slowing up, witnesses told the po- 
lice. . 

The speed of the car was tremendous, 
the witnesses said. Andrew Gross, a 
teamster of 2834 Sullivan avenue, was 
driving north on Fourteenth street, 
near the scene of the accident, when the 
car which struck Westerholt passed his 
wagon. “It shot by like a bolt of light- 
ring.“ he said. 

Other witnesses were Robert L. Koop- 
man, 1111 Chambers street; Michael Hay- 
duck, 1618 North Fourteenth street, and 
H. C. Wagner, 1712 North Fourteenth 
street. 

So far as the police could gather from 
their glimpse of the duto, it was a large 
black car, right-hand drive, with a light 
gray covering over the cushions. The 
driver of the car was described as a 
white man, about 25 years old, wearing 
a dark suit and a black soft felt hat. 

Westerholt’s skull was fractured and 
several ribs were broken. He died in 
an ambulance before reaching the city 
hospital. The body was taken to the 
morgue. He was a salesman er:ployed 
by the Central Cigar Box Co., and is 
survived by a wife and four grown chil- 
dren. 


The killing of Westerhoff is the fourth 
automobile fatality In the last week. 

Miss Grace Bibb, a stenographer, of 
5634 Cabanne avenue, on her way home 
from work, was killed at Cabanne and 
Belt avenues, in a district where the 
street lights were declared to be in- 
sufficient by the Coroner. She was 
hit by Ro ert F. Grady’s automobile. 

Goerge Fries of 2707 Russell avenue 
was killed last Sunday morning when 
he drove his automobile off of a bridge 
on the Gravois road in St. Louis County. 

Fred Meyer of 3522A Cass avenue was 
killed at Twenty-second and Madison 
streets when au automobile in which he 
was riding crashed into a railway mail 

The police records show that since 
Jan. 1 % persons have been killed in 
auto accidents. In that time there have 
been 2942 auto accidents of various kinds 
reported, and about 1900 persons have 
been injured by being struck, many of 
them, however, suffering only minor 
hurts.

BURTON ADMITS HE 


GAVE CHECKS FOR 
FUNDS OF OFFIGt 


John B. Owen Was Dismissed 
From His Position for Doing 
the Same Thing. 


HARVEY TO INVESTIGATE 


Burton Reported to Have Lent 
Owen City Money and Charged 
6 Per Cent Interest. 


Claude M. Burton, Assessor of Water 
Rates, admitted to City Counsellor 
Daues today that when he was Asses- 
sor and Collector of Water Rates he 
frequently took office cash and placed 
iis personal checks for it in the hands 
of Cashier Sattell and told him to hold 


them a few days. Nene of them re- 
mained in the cashier’s hands longer 
than a month, he said. Burton said he 
then redeemed them with money and 
then tore them wp. 

He did this, he said, when his check- 
ing account was short and he needed 
money. His savings account, he said. 
was always sufficient to cover the 
e mount of the checks. His only excuse 
tur- the practice was that it had been 
done ever since the days of Collector 
Ziegenhein. 

It is for this practice that John B. 
Owen, successor of Burton, was re- 
moved. His acts are now being investi- 
gated by the grand jury. The practice 
is held by the Circuit Attorney’s office 
to constitute technical embezzlement. 

Facts to Go to Harvey. 

Counsellor Daues, after hearing Bur- 
ton’s admissions, said the practice was 
indefensible and reprehensible and said 
he would immediately resume his in- 
vestigation of the office in co-operation 
with Circuit Attorney Harvey, to whom 
he would relate what Burton had told. 
de said he would also lay the facts be- 
fore Mayor Kiel. 

Burton, when asked in his office by 
the reporters for a statement, said he 
would not make one except in. the 
presence of Counsellor Daues, with 
whom he had been in consultation, He 
then accompanied the reporters to the 
Counsellor’s office and there exhibited 
two checks given by him to Owen, one 
for $50 dated April 15, 1913, which was 
indorsed by Owen and cashed at the 
Collector’s office, and one for $250, dated 
March 30, 1914, indorsed by Owen and 
deposited at the Mercantile Trust Co., 
where Owen had an account. 

The checks, he said, represented per- 
sonal loans to Owen, who paid them 
back. The $250 loan was repaid in 10 
monthly payments, with interest at 6 
Ler cent. He denied that he took $250 
from the cashier and deposited at the 
Mercantile Trust to cover the loan. The 
money, he said, was loaned out of his 
own funds at the bank. 

Telis of Practice in Office. 

Eurton was questioned by the report 
ers about Owen’s statements that when 
he paid the installments on the $250 
lean Burton took Owen’s check to Cash- 
ier Sattell and received in exchange 
what looked like a check. Burton said 
at first that he always got cash from 
the cashier for the Owen checks. Un- 
der further questioning he said he 
might have let Owen’s checks apply on 
checks of his own in the cashier’s hands 
but he was sure they were never for 
the same amount. 

It was at that juncture that he ad- 
mitted the practice of depositing his 
checks in lieu of cash and having the 
cashier hold them until he redeemed 
them. * * 2 
Sattell went home leit yesterday a 
did not appear at the city hall today. 
Over the telephone he said he had no 
recollection of such transactions as 
Burton had admitted. 

A report which reached Circuit At- 
tourney Harvey was that Burton had 
used city funds to make loans at 6 per 
cent interest which he pocketed. 

Owen Says He faid Interest. 

Owen, questioned at his home about 
the matter, said that he borrowed $250 
from Burton in March, 1914, with the 
understanding that he would repay it in 
10 monthly installments, paying 6 per 
cent interest. Owen said he repaid the 
loan with personal checks, each month, 
including with the $2 the amount of in- 
terest due at the time of payment. Open 
said he has reserved all of his can- 
celed checks and could produce the ones 
he presented to Burton if his physician 
would permit him to visit his safe de. 
posit box downtown. 

Owen said he was told by Cashier 
Sattell, of the department, that Bur- 
ton deposited a personal check post- 
dated, for $250 in the cash drawer 
about the time that Owen borrowed 
$250 from Burton, and that Burton 
was redeeming the check at a rate of 
$25 a month. 

The grand jury has heard testimony 
already from Sattell, who told city of- 
ficials that Owen withdrew $2000 from 
the cash drawer in nine months, depos- 
iting a post-dated check to cover the 
entire amount. 

Checks Turned Over to Cashier. 

Owen said he noticed several times 
that as soon as Burton .eceived from 
him the monthly check of $% plus in- 
tereét, Burton would go to the cashier's 
cage, pass this check to Sattell, and 
receive what appeured to be ‘a bank 
check from Sattell. Owen said he fi- 
nally went to Sattell and inquired about 
this, telling the cashier that Burton 
‘had loaned eS 


F CASE TIED 


UP IN DEADLOGK 
AND DEEP MYSTERY 


Warrant Issued) by Justice 
Knothe at Creve Coeur and 
Then Withdrawn Suddenly. 


NO EXPLANATION MADE 
County Excise Commissioner 


Asks Courthouse Officials 
if They Want Him. 


There was a deadlock this morning in 
the fight against Robert J. Fine of Web- 
ster Groves, Progressive member of the 
St. Lou’s County Excise Commission. 
Prosecuting Attorney Ralph and his as- 
sistunts were silent concerning the fluke 


they made yesterday, when a wafrent 
issued by Justice G. H. Knothe of Creve 
Coeur was withdrawn. Fine was stand- 
ing pat, waiting the next move against 
him, declaring that it is all a political 
fight and expressing confidence in his 
ability to meet any charge that may be 
brought. 
Fine About Courthouse, 

Fine was about the Clayton Court- 
rouse trying to find out whether any- 
body wanted to arrest him. He in- 
quired at the Sherift’s office and asked 
the Deputy Sheriffs and Constables if 
they knew anything about a warrant 
for him. They all said that they did 
not and at noon Fine said he had about 
made up his mind that nobody had a 
warrant against him and nobody wanted 
to arrest him. He said he remained at 
home last night, cancelling an engage- 
ment, so as to be on hand if wanted. He 
reiterated that the charges agairist him 
are a political frameup and that he will 
fight the thing out to the end. 

The occurrences of yesterday connect- 
ed with the issuance and withdrawal of 
the warrant, were mysterious. Newspa- 
per reporters at Clayton received in- 
formation from Republican leaders at 
noon that a warrant would be issued 
before 1 o' clock. 

Raiph Expresses Surprise. 

Before that hour they learned that it 
was to be issued by Knothe. At about 
1 o’clock they went to Prosecutor 
Ralph's office atid asked him what was 
new in the Fine case. He said thete 
was nothing new yet. He was asked 
who was the prosecuting witness In the 
Knothe warrant. 

„How did you fellows find out about 
that so soon?“ he asked. That was not 
to be let out yet.’’ 

He said he would not tell anything un- 
til Max T. Israel, one of his assistants, 
returned. Israel had gone to Creve 
Coeur with an affidavit which had been 
made before F. W. Brooks, another of 
Ralph's assistants, at Clayton and upon 
which the warrant was to be issued. 
Israel, he said, would be back. about 
1:30 o clock. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter called up 
Justice Knothe, who said he had issued 
a warrant charging bribery against 
Fine, that he had fixed the bond at $1500 
and that the papers were lying on his 
desk. This information was telephoned 
to the Post-Dispatch in the hearing. of 
Ralph, who volunteered the correction 
that the charge was soliciting a bribe. 

He was asked for the circumstances 
and told the reporters to walt until 
Isreal came buck, when they could have 
the whole thing at one shot.“ 

Israel came in at 2:46. I'm afraid 
we're out on this,“ he said. Knothe was 
called up again. He denied that he had 
issued a warrant and said he had been 
misunderstood before. Everything is 
om” he said. 

Refuses to Answer. 

When Ralph was asked this morning | 
whether a warrant was issued he re- 
fused to answer the question. Brooks 
and Israel would not talk, but after 
reading a statemént in a morning paper 
that the warrant plan had been spoiled 
by the statute of limitations, Brooks 
said: ‘‘Somebody has snitched.” Israel 
said it was not he. 

It is not known what was contained in 
the affidavit on which the warrant was 
based. 

Ralph has intimated all along that he 
would issue an information against Fine 
but he has not done so. 

Fine and his attorney, Arthur V. 
Lashly, denounce the proceeding at 
Creve Coeur as part of a political plot 
tc. oust him from office andedeciare that 
it will not succeed.

Six Who Broke Parole at New-! 
port News Thought to Be 
Aboard Interned Liners. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. .%3.—As a result 
of conferences over the parole breaking 
of the six warrant officers who sli;yed 
away from the German auxiliary cruis- 
er Kronpinz Wilhelm a week ago last 
Monday, a Government official who par- 
ticipated in the conferences said today 
he was sure the men were now at Ho- 
boken, N. J., aboard one of the big Ger- 
man liners there. 

The facts that have come to his at- 
tention, he said, warranted the conclu- 
sion that there was a general effort to 
get as many of the men as possible away 
from the interned cruisers. 

He added that the precautions taken 
by the Government since the parole 
breaking by the six men would in all 
probability prevent further escapes. 


Yacht Eclipse Thought to Have Been 
Abandoned by Germans. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. A. — What local 
shipping men believe to be the auxiliary 
yacht Eclipse, upon which six of the 
German petty officers interned on the 
Kronprinzg Wilhelm at Norfolk are said 
to*have made their escape, was sighted 
last Sunday about 75 miles northeast of 
Bermuda by the officers and crew of 
the Italian steamship Labor, which ‘has 
arrived here from Genoa.

DAMAGES WITHOUT SUITS 


Just, Others Are Heard 


Santa Fe Auditor Writes Check for Claims He Thinks 


by Committee of Busi- 


ness Men—Lawyers Disappointed. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ARDMORE, Ok., Oct. 9.—Ardmore J 
rebuilding the section ruined by the

In adjusting these claims a 
committee ‘of five prominent busi- 
‘ness men sits as a sort of court to hear 
and pass on the claims. About 500 
claims have been or will be filed. It has 
been agreed that the decision of the 
committee shall be final, and up to this 
time all settlements are satisfactory. 

Total Claims Not Kaown. 

Nobody knows yet the total of the 
claims that will be made, for mer- 
chants whose stocks of goods were 
destroyed have not put in their claims. 
Their loss will be appraised; and some 
ot the buildings destroyed have not yet 
had their value fixed. But the man- 
ner of settlement, it is agreed, is the 
most advanced step recently made in 
this class of litigation. 

The embers of the burned buildings 
had not yet cooled and the bodies of 
those killed had not all been buried be- 
fore the officials of the Santa Fe were 
on the gro’ accepting the responsi- 
bility and ding all that could be done 
to relieve: the suffering.

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TALK OF RESTORING 
THe BOY EMPEROR 
WORRYING HANS 


[Royal Family Has Given Pledge 


Not to Take Advantage of 
Monarchial Movement. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

‘PEKIN, Sept. 23.—Shih Tao, the guar- 
dian of the throneless imperial house of 
China, recently held a conference with 
Frinces Chen and Ching, the near rela- 
tives of Hsuan Tung, the boy Emperor, 
after which announcement was made 
that under no conditions will the de- 
thronéd royal family take advantage of 
the present monarchial movement int 
the hone of restoring the deposed fam- 


ily to power. 

Wholly apart from the monarchial 
movement promoted by the Society for 
the Preservation of Peace, there is a 
movement in China to put the Tsing 
dynasty back igto power. It has few 
adherents and has made little headway 
fcr many years. The imperial move- 
ment inaugurated in the interest of 
President Yuan Shi-kai immediately 
prompted enemies of the present ad- 
rhinistration to suggest that if the em- 
pire be restored the Tsings should have 
their old throne. 

This agitation caused some uneasiness 
among the members of the Society for 
the Preservation of Peace. As the lit- 
tle Emperor, is a prisoner in the For- 
bidden City, pensioned by the repub- 
lic, there was no chance that his fam- 
ily could conduct a pilot and get him 
away. Still talk of putting the old 
dynasty on the throne was disconcerting 
and the enemies of the ‘Government 
charge that the boy Emperor's rela- 
tives were naturally coerced into mak- 
ing the statement that the imperial fam- 
ily would not dvail itself of any crisis 
which might groW out of the monarchial 
agitation. 

The boy Emperor is now 9 years old. 
He was less than 5 when Empress Lung 
Yu abdicated the throne in his name and 
placed it at the disposal of President 
Yuan Shikai. On behalf of the child, the 
Empress, who ig now dead, made a 
pledge that no effort would be made to 
restore him to the throne. This state- 
ment has been reproduced several times 
recently in newspapers which are sup 
porting the Society for the Prevention 
of Peace. 

Until the present monarchial move. 
ment was instituted, the boy prisoner in 
the Forbidden City was virtually forgoi- 
ten, even in China. Under the republic 
the imperial family has been lost sigh 
| of as completely as the Korean Em- 
peror has disappeared in his ace at 
| Seoul, where he is held a prisoner by 
the Japanese. 

The Empress Lung Yu stipulated, upon 
abdicating the throne on behalf of the 
baby ruler, that he was always to re- 
tain the title O Emperor. The title has 
been his, according to the pledge, and 
his life has been speut whelly within the 
walls of the Forbidden City. A palace

To the police, Killoran said that his 
wife’s aged mother, Mrs. Martha Con- 
stable, who lives with Mrs. Killoran at 
1555 Papin street. had told him that Mi- 
ley was guilty of improper conduct to- 
ward Killoran's two daughters, 15 and 
18 years old. Owing to Killoran’s con- 
dition \from drink, the police did not 
place great credence in his story. 

Mrs. Killoran told reporters this morn- 
ing that there was absolutely no truth in 
her husband’s story that -he had Killed 
Miley to protect his daughters. Mrs. 
Killoran said that she was obliged to 
leave her husband about three years ago 
after he had choked her so that she 
feared for her life. 

Miley had boarded with Mrs. Killoran 
for the last two years. She said that 
instead of ever doing anything to in- 
jure the girls that Miley has been al- 
most a father to them. She said that 
her mother, Mrs. Constable, is more 
than 70 years old and somewhat weak 
mentally. Mrs. Killoran said she did 
not believe Mrs. Constable had ever told 
Killoran such a story as he alleges he 
was told and that she believed her hus- 
band shot Miley simply as the result of 
a fit of drunken anger. 

“My husband killed an innocent 
man,” said Mrs. Killoran. „I shall do 
nothing to assist him. I would rather

LONDON, Oct. 2%.—The British For- 
eign Office has made public the re- 
port of the Rev. H. S. T. Gahan, the 
British chaplain in Brussels. who visited 
Miss Edith Cavell just before here ex- 
cution, and a letter from Brand Whit- 
lock, the American Minister to Bel- 
gium, to Walter Hines Page, the Amer- 
ican in London. In his 
letter Whitlock says he requested that 
the body of Miss Cavell be delivered to 
the School for Nurses, of which she was 
the directoress, his request being re- 
ferred to the Ministry of War in Ber- 
in.

“To my astonishment and relief 1 
found my friend perfectly calm and 
resigned, but this could not lessen 
the tenderness and intensity of feel- 
ing on either part during that last 
interview lasting almost an hour.

“We partook of Holy Communion to- 
gether, and she received the Gospel 
Message of Consolation with all her 
heart. At the close of the little service 
I began to repeat the words ‘Abide 
With Me’ and she joined softly in the 
end. 

We sat quietly amn until it was 
time for me to go. She gave me part- 
ing messages for relations and friends. 
She spoke of her soul's needs at “hk: 
moment and she received the assurance 
of God's words as onty a Christian can 
do. 

Then I said good-by and she smiled 
and said, ‘We shall meet again.’ 


“A German military qhaplain was

Her a Christian burial. He told me:

paired the damage, collected men, and 
within 39 minutes reopened communica- 
tion by apologizing for the incident, 
and by saying he required no assist- 
ance.” ö 

Corporal Walker, who before the war 
was a telegraph operator in Leeds Post- 
office, describes the experience as the 
ordeal of my life." : 

“The affair I allude to,” he writes, 
was on Aug. 1, when my relief was on 
duty. I was in charge of 22 men. 

“The signal office was about 12 yards 
square, and we got a shell clean through 
the top. First I knew of it was the
